Recognition that part of the essential function 
of a prison is the rehabilitation of men and 
women, so that *han they return to civilian life 
they will pot also return to’ lives of crime, is not 
new, but it has not been impressed upon many 
prison administrations and with sufficient empha­ 
sis. The causes of crime are VáHous, find it is 
onljr by study of individual cases that it can be 
determined whethér environment, pathological 
circumstance, lack of ability to earn a livelihood 
or some other condition or combination of condi­ 
tions'is responsible. What ever the reason,1 it is 
certain that government stops short of its respon­ 
sibility if it fails to prevent a return to’crime 
when by intelligent administration such return is 
preventable. 
The -program of convict rehabilitation is some­ 
times referred to by those who have considered 
it superficially as sentimentalism. That, of course, 
may be the reaction of some who are in favor of 
prison reforms, but the basic reason for such a 
policy is very material and practical. 
It costs 
money'to detect and convict criminals. It ,;opsts 
money to maintain prisoners in penal institutions. 
Crime is a public burden, not only because' of flie 
expens of maintaining the agencies of justice, but 
j alao because of the civilian losses due of burglaiy, 
orson, murder, and other invasions of the private
